Sie was a Man Who Thought Aloud and Reached 
Conclusions eas Ge Went Along-The Great 
Carbondale Meeting Recalled — How 
the Demoecrate were Worsted. 


Wasnrxcton, December 27.— [Special.] — 
Civil Service Commissioner OSerly, Logan’s 
political eppenent for years in Illinois, says of 
him today : ; 

“logan wasa most remarkable man,” He 
was a remarkable man and a great man. Prob- 
ably ne other, unless it was Douglas, had such

party. Why, southern Illinois was originally 
strengly democratic. When Logan was a demo- 
erat before the war, Ithink there were about 
five or eix republican votes cast in the whole of 
Johnsen county. I went there after the war 
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' and denouncing them as false. His wales

come out of the army a republican, he haa car, 
ried the whole mass of men with him, and 
there were not, as near as I 
can remember, more than twenty-five 
democrats fin the county. I believe if Logan 
had remained a democrat after the war, Iili- 
nois would have been ademocratic state today. 
Logan loved his friends and fought his ene- 
mies. He went at his enemies with a ciub, 
and beat them dewn. He was agressive and 
powerful. When he reached a conclusion on 
any subject he talked about it. Sometimes he 
talked before he was quite decided, and came to

But be was never afraid to declare himself. 
Everybody knew just where he stood on all 
He was bold and pressing with his 
He fought hard forthem. Some- 
times people have accused him of inconsistency 
because at times he had taken a side opposite to 
the first expression of his opinion. 
He was not inconsistent. He was 
quick te take up.a subject,and while he was 
studying ithe often spoke his thoughts out 
loud.. The thoughts were given freely to his 
friends, and in general discussions, and they 
went forth as his convictions. But,as I said, 
sometimes he would up with a different conelu- 
sion after more deliberate consideration. He al- 
ways then stood by his conclusion boldly and 
to the last. That is the wayit came about 
that he has been accused of ineensistency injhis 
war record. Here, again, he. was not incon- 
sistent. He was openly opposed to coercion. 
With Douglas, he thought that when this was 
resorted to the union was already destroyed. 
It was, in his mind, inconsistent with 
the free unity of the states. He 
nade a speech in the house 
expressing these views. It was a powerfal and 


nnequivecal speech, but it was not in favor of 


secession. It was when Fort Semter was fired 
on that his position changed. No, not changed; 
he did not change. It was the cireunrstances 
that had changed.

Arrangements were made for 
an immense democratic demonstration at Car- 
bondale, Logan’s home. Charges were to be

specifications and witnesses. It was to 
be a great sensation, and was to crush 
him. As I remember, there were about 
thirteen charges, with specifications (all these 
old things about his war record), and each 
charge was supported by the names of wit- 
nesses, who were to be on the platform to de- 
clare themselves before the whole world. It 
was to be a great thing, and wasto be a surprise. 
The meeting was whooped up all over the 
country. and in every direction. Somehow, 
Logan got wind of the charges. He knew, of 
<eourse. about what they would be. So he 
wrote to Colonel Dickey, asking to be allowed 
to divide time with him at the meeting. Col- 
onel Dickey was one of those brave, courteous 
men, not afraid to meet an enemy and never 
known to disregard any courteous advance. 
So, without saying anything aboutit, he 
simply answered General Logan that he would 
be glad to divide time with him. After that 
he informed the committee of what he had 
done. They werea madlot of men: but it 
could not be helped. There must be a joint 
meeting. One of the striking features of the 
thing was that Tom Logan, General Logan's 
brother, was the marshal of the democratic

The Appearance of the Remaitts---Funeral 
Preparations. 

WASHINGTON, December 27.—One who saw 
the remains of General Logan this morning— 
the embalmers having completed their work 
and the body being ready for its casket—de- 
scribes its appearance as lifelike and but little 
wasted. Mrs. Logan’s condition is gradually 
mending, some portion of last night having 
been passed in deep sleep, the first which she 
bas taken for several days. No arrangements 
have yet been made for the funeral. Mrs. Lo- 
gan, however, expressed a wish to see members 
of the Illinois delegation who are in the city 
this afternoon, and a meeting has been called 
for 3 o'clock, at which Mrs. Logan’s wishes 
will be learned and arrangements for the 
funeral decided upon. 

Members of the Chicago delegation in con- 
gress, whoare now in Washington, held a 
meeting at the Legan mansion this afternoon, 
in compliance with the —" of Mrs. Lo- 
gan, for consultation. ere ‘were present 
Senator Cullom and Representatives Hett, 
Henderson, Powell, Payson, Springer, Thomas, 
Townshend and Neece. Mrs. Logan’s wishes 
with regard to the funeral arrangements were 
made known by Representative Henderson, 
with whom she had been conferring. Her 
inclinations favored a funeral in the senate 
chamber after the reassembling of congress 
and interment in the congressional cemetery 
here. The matter was discussed, but no con- 
clusion as to the nature of conusel tobe ten- 
dered was reached, the subject being postponed 
until tomorrow. 

The probabilities, however, at the time of 
adjournment pointed to a postponement ef the 
funeral until Wednesday of next week, and a 
tem ry interment in a receiving vault here,

At half-past six this evening, a guard of 
honor sent by the secretary of war, consisting 
of a sergeant and four privates of artillery, 
fully uniformed and equipped, reported at 
Calumet Place. A sentinel was placed at the 
front door and another at the door of the 
chamber in which lie the remains, A guard 
of marines, to be sent -by the secretary of the 
navy, will report tomorrow morning. Mrs. 
Logan’s residence was today connected by wire 
with the main Washingtonfoflice of the West- 
ern Union telegraph company, and its facilities 
were freely placed at the disposal of the 
family. More than two huudred messages 
of sympathy and condolence were received 
from all parts of the country.

Correspondence was still in progress at a late 
hour this evening, between Senator Cullom and.

the burial. The first tender of a lace 
was received yesterday from the au at 
Springfield, who tendered a choice of places in 
that city--one of them being the eemetery in 
which Mr. Lincoln is interred. Then came 
tenders from places in southern Tilinois, the 
neighborhood of General Logan’s earlier home, 
and from Chicago, the home of his later years. 
During today, urgent representations of the 
elaims of Chicago have been eoming from vari- 
ous organizations of that city, and from influ- 
ential friends. There is reason to believe that 
if Chicago makes a definite and seasonable ten- 
der of a burial place in that city, it will be ac- 
cepted. 

THE GENERAL'S PROPERTY. 

General Logan lived in an old-fashioned but 
comfortable and substantial house, on Thir- 
teenth street, just outside the city boundary, 
which he purchased about two years ago. This 
property, though still encumbered by mort- 
gage, oy increased ee in — —_ 
Genera ay, + became its possessor. er 
with the Chieago homestead. also said to be 
mortgaged, thisfconstitutes almost the entire 
fortune left for the support of the widow, her 
chief remaining resource being the expected 
proceeds of the sale of the general’s book. 
Already the project has been privately discuss- 
ed among congressmen of providing for her 
future by a pension « 
eral’s military service, and none have been 
heard to question the propriety of this course. 

Mrs. Logan is recovering from her prostra- 
tion more rapidly than seemed possible to 
these who knew her condition yesterday. She 
has remained secluded from the mass of callers 
today, but has been in frequent consultation 
with personal friends ing arrangements 
for the funeral, finding a measure of relief from 
her mental anguish in the occupation.

SECRETARY LAMAR ON GENERAL LOGAN. 

Macon, Ga., December 27.—In an interview 
today Secretary Lamar saidthat he regarded 
the death of General Logan as a public calam- 
ity. Intellectually, said thesecretary, Senator 
Logan was underestimated by his opponents, 
not fully appreciated by his near friends and 
hastily overestimated by his warmest partisans 
and admirers. Though not an epigrammatic 
man, he possessed intellectual intrepidity, su- 
preme faith in the truth of any cause that he 
espoused, and he was never crushed in debate. 
The death of such a man is aloss tothe gov- 
ernment and to the people. 


THE PRESIDENT IMPROVING. 


Mr. Cleveland Has Decided to Carry Out 
His Physician’s Instructions, 

WASHINGTON, December 27.—The president. 
although suffering from rheumatic pains, is 
somewhat easier today. Absolute quiet and 
rest being necessary for his case, he was obliged 
to depy himself to callers today, and the usual 
afternoon reception was omitted. He remained 
in bed most of the day. Dr. O'Reilly, his at- 
tending physician, said that the president was 
improving, and would, he thought, be able to 
move about tomorrow, but he would have to 
keep very quiet for a few days yet. He attrib- 
utes the recurrence of the trouble to the presi- 
dent’s unwillingness to remain quiet any length 
of time. The president said to Colonel Lamont 
last evening: 

“T had my own way when I was sick before, 
but I guess I will let the doctor have his way 
this time.” 

The present attack is not soserious as the 
first, and it is expected to yield more readily to 
treatment. The president expects to be able 
to carry out his programme of reception, begin- 
ning with one on New Year’s day. 

Colonel Lamont says tonight that the presi- 
dent is in improved health as compared with 
last night, and that his condition is steadily 
growing better. The president intends to rest 
quietly tomorrow, and itis thought that by 
the afternoon he will have recovered from his 
indisposition. Governor Hill, of New York, 
was to have spent a few days with the presi- 
dent this week, but postponed his visit, owing 
to the president’s illness and the death of 
General Logan. ‘

SHIVERED INTO SPLINTERS. 


A Collision at Chicago Between an Express 
Train and a Street Car. 

CHIcAGo, December 27.—Four minutes be- 
fore seven o'clock this morning a stock yard 
car left O'Neill street for the yards with the 
usual crowd on board and three minutes late. 
It crossed the bridge over the river and slowly 
went down grade toward the track of the Chi- 
cago and Alton railroad. The conductor ran 
ahead to the crossing. There he saw the St. 
Louis express dashing down toward the cross- 
ing. He signalledSthedriver to look out. The 
driver set brake, but they did not hold and the 
car slid down grade and on the track 
The driver and conductor yelled to the occu- 
pants of the car, but the windows were thickly 
coated with frost, and it was impossible to see 
out, and fifteen men and boys did not kuow of 
the danger which was now clore on them. 
The engineer of the train saw the car and blew 
the whistle repeatedly. It was impossible to 
stop the train. In another instant the engine 
struck the street car. It was knocked into 
splinters, and the passengers were thrown in 
every direction. Happily no one was killed, 
and but four were seriously bruised.

OF THE EXPRESS ROBBERS. 


The Authorof the“Cummings” Letters and Two of 
Confederates in Safe Keeping—The 
Capture of Haight jin WNashville—A 
Talk with the Detectives, Ete.

«te heudled, who have weak sides to their 
eharacter, and by his skillful diplomacy puts 
“ap jobs by which these trusted officials some- 
times get robbed, according to a programme of 
their own make. The story is that Frothing- 
ham teld the whole story npon the promise of 
partial immunity from punishment made to 
him by officials. It was to the effect that he 
neither knew the actual robbers, much less 
their whereabouts; but that a certain man, 
whose name is as yet a secret, except to , a few, 
negotiated with him the plans forthe rob- 
bery, which were afterward carried out; that 
-this man did not appear on the scene himself, 
but had met the perpetrators of the crime soon 
after and received his own and Frothingham’s 
share of the plunder. The name ofthis man 


and the description by which the’ detectives 


were able to identify him were given by 
Foetheringham, and from this the case was 
worked up and the man tracked to this city, 
where he was arrested on Friday along with 
two others, who are suspected as being mem- 
bers of the gang. As yet there is but little 
evidence, except what is embodied in a well- 
founded suspicion against the two men. But 
as to the other man, there is now no doubt as 
to his identity. He it was who drew Frothing- 
bam into the scheme, and who planned the 
whole robbery, sharing the spoils, and he is 
now lodged in Pinkerton’s upper story, under 
a streng guard, along with his two comrades, 
WHAT MR. PINKERTON SAYS. 

“We have nothing to tell the newspapers 
about Jim Cummings or the express robbery 
case,’ said Wm. A. Pinkerton, this morning. 
“You fellows are so sharp about finding ont 
things that we won’t interfere with you, if you 
willdo the same with us. I'll tell you this 
much: we have Jim Cummings, beyond all 
doubt, and we had two of his pals Friday, 
and got two more yesterday, besides recover- 
ing alarge amount of money. That makes 
five arrests, but none of them were made on 
Halstead street. There never was a woman 
mixed up in the case, and the clues as publish- 
ed in the papers never existed. We have all 
the parties safe in custody—never mind where; 
but they are out of the state. No; they are 
not in St. Louis, and they are where you news- 
paper fellows, either here or in St. Louis, can’t 
get hold of them until I get through with 
them, and am good and ready to let them be 
interviewed. Neither Superintendent Damsal 
or Oscar Cooke, nor any detectives from St. 


. Jouje'are in Chicago, or will be here.” ' 


THE CHASE OF THE ROBBERS. 

The complete details of the chase after the 
Adams express robbers, who robbed the safe on 
the St. Louis and San Francisco road, on the 
night of October 25th, of $55,000 to $60,000, 
were related for the first time by officials of 
Pinkerton’s national detective agency tonight 
to a representative of the associated press.

of the express money, and Oscar Cook, who 
hid Wetrock after the robbery and divided the 
money and mailed the “Jim Cummings” let- 
ters. The detectives have turned up about 
$15,000, and estimate that from $40,000 to

Suspicion wasjdirected 
against Haight, because he had onee been a 
messenger over the same run traveled by Foth- 
eringham, and was discharged nine months 
ago on suspicion of being concerned in the dis- 
appearance of valuable packages.

The other men 
were traced through a clue furnished by one of 
the letters to the St. Lonis Globe-Democrat, 
signed “Jim Cummings.” Haight was lo- 
cated without difficulty in Nashville, and 
his circumstances were found to have 
changed greatly for the better recently, 
after having been employed for a season by 
Wetrock, who operated affcoal yard, but whose 
service he had left two days after the robbery. 
Wetrock and Weaver were found to have been 
absent from Chicago about the time the rob- 
bery was committed, while Kenney conducted 

Wetrock’s business. 

Among the contents of the bundle left by 
“Jim Cummings” at the union depot were 
some ballads, on one of which was found writ- 
ten an address in St. Louis, and here 
were found a woman and her daugh- 
ter, who, when brought to Chicago, 
identified Weaver and Wetrock as former 
lodgers of hers. In the meantime,some of Wet- 
rock’s writing had been compared with the “Jim 
Cummings” letters and found to correspond. 
Investigation about this time showed that Os- 
ear Cook, formerly residing at Leavenworth, a 
close friend of Wetrock’s, had gone to Kansas 
City, where he was found to be working as a 
cooper in the East bottoms. A story was cur- 
rent there that Cook had won a large amount 
of money in a_ lottery, but this 
idea was very soon 
was discovered that 
made several trips away from the city, and his 
journeys were always followed by the appear- 
ance of one of the “Jim Cummings’ letters. A 
Pinkerton operative finally became a bosom 
friend of Cook’s, visiting gambling houses with 
Cook, and continued to shadow him until his 
arrest last Saturday. In the meantime, the 
shadow on Wetrock was maintained without 
reeult unt last Tuesday night. On that night 
Pinkerton men found another shadow, whom 
they did not know. They saw him enter 
No. 10 ‘Lincoln’ street, the residence of 
Wetrock, and afterward a large man, who 
corresponded to the description of Wetrock 
also entered the house. In the meantime,Ken- 
ny had gone to Quincy, where he received a 
telegram announcing the return of Fred Wet- 
rock to Chieago. A Pinkerton operative had 
followed Kenny and managed to secure these 
telegraros, which were signed “Rose Wetrock,” 
wife of the man the detectives wore seeking. 
The Pinkerton office in Chicago was warned, 
and it only tended toconfirm their own sus- 
picions, 

The Wetrock house was closely shadowed 
until Friday morning and it was feared Wet- 
rock had escapéd. Meantime, heany returned 
to Chieago, and he and Weaver were seen to 
cautiously enter the Wetreck house, the blinds 
of which were constantly drawa, although 
lights could be seen inside, On Friday morn- 
ing the mysterious shadow came out of the 
Wetrock house, as did also Kenny, and after 
making a careful survey Wetrogk appeared,

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| The men went south on Lincolu street, show- 


ing evident alarm all the while, and finally en- 
tered a liquor'store and restaurant kept by an 
Italian on Madison street, near Lincoln. Robert 
A. Pinkerton and two operatives shadowed the 
piace until Kenny went out, when they entered 
and srrested Wetrock, after a sharp struggle. 
The latter attempted to draw a revolver, two of 
which were found on his person. He pro- 
tested against the indignity, but was searched, 
and $110 was taken from a pocketbook 
found on his person. The shadow was searched 
and $4,500 was found on his person. The 
shadow turned out to be a young man named 
Geo. W. Burnham, whom Wetrock had metin 
Savannah, Ga. He explained that he had 
come north with Wetrock and had shadowed 
the latter’s house, as Wetrock had explained 
that he had shot a man in Chicagoin a row 
and wished to escape arrest. He was after- 
wards released, when he explained to the satis- 
faction of the decectives that he had no 
kpowlegdge of, nor connection with, the 
robbery. 

When Kenny reappeared he was searched 
and $1,000 in loose money was found on his 
person, while in a belt around his waist was 
found 4,000 additional. These men were 
ironed $nd taken to the Pinkerton agency in 
a close aarriage. The search of the Wetrock 
house resulted in finding a skirton Mrs. Wet- 
rock, into which $1,900 was sewn in $50 notes. 
A bunch of money, $150 in all, was also found 
on “y person, together with a four karat $dia- 
mona. 

Weaver was arrested in @ coal yard about 
the same time, and in the basement of his 
house was found 23,000 in some fruit jars. 
The arrest of Cook and Haight was then or- 
dered by telegraph. Detectives state that Cook 
distributed the money after the robbery and 
was a go-between. They charge Haight with 
outlining the robberry and also aiding in the 
forgery of the letter presented to Fothering- 
ham. Wetrock appears to have been on the 
train concernedin the robbery, unless Fother- 
ingham was his accomplice, Wetrock, after 
the robberry, it is deelared, joined Cook 
at East Bottoms, ‘im Kansas. City, 
and ‘was hidden by him until he 
went south. Wetrock, it is claimed, was never 
before known to have been engaged in any 
Giminal enterprise. He was employed asa 
book keeper for six years at Kansas City. The 
detectives decline to state what they know, if 
anything, about the career of the wife of Wit- 
lock. She has disappeared, but while she is 
not under arrest, is under close surveillance. 
The Pinkerton agency still decline to state 
where Weaver is incarcerated. It is well 
known that he is still in Chicago. They state 
that their instructions from the express com- 
pany were to pursue the thieves without regard 
to expense or the hope of recovering any of the 
money. They will not give any expression of 
their views as to the guilt or innocence of Foth- 
eringham. 
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THE SNOW STORM IN ENGLAND. 


Trains Delayed and Wires All Down—Severe 
Weather. 

New York, December 27.—George G. Ward, 
general manager in New York of the Commer- 
cial Cable company, has received the following 
information from the agent of the line at Bris- 
tol, England, regarding the snow storm in 
England yesterday. Itappears to have done 
an amount of damage to telegraph wires, which 
is unprecedented. 

The London Daily News says: ‘Telegraph 
wires in the city last night were snapping with 
alaaming rapidity, and in Fleet 
street policemen curled the broken ends 
round lamp posts. A train on the Midland 
line was delayed over an hour by the falling of 
telegraph wires across the track. A large 
number of telegraph and telephone wires fell 
last evening over the Metropolitan area. There 
was very severe weather at Reading yesterday. 
The suow that fell in the afternoon was heavier 
than bas been experienced for years, whilst it 
blew a hurricane, causing considerable damage 
to the roofs of houses. Trees were also injured 
by branches being wrenched off by the 
violence of the wind. In Sonning, Cotting, 
on the Great Western railroad, trains were de- 
layed by snow drifts. On the line from Pad- 
dington to Reading, and from Meath to Bristol, 
all the telegraph poles are a perfect wreck, 
many of the poles being splintered like match- 
wood and lying in all directions. Railway 
block lines being down, trains are considerably 
delayed, and are signalled along the line by 
flags. It seems probable that_the wires be- 
tween Bristol and London will not be restored 
for two or three days. Telegraphs in other di- 
rections have suffered equally, as far as can be 
ascertained,” 


DOWN BELOW ZERO. 


Blizzard inthe West--Heavy 
Storms in England. 

CntcaAGco, December 27.—At 6 o’clock this 
morning the thermometer registered 15° below 
zero, and as the sun came up the temperature 
rose too, and at7 o’clock was 12° below. At8 
o'clock it was 10°, and at 9 o’clock 9°, 

MARSHALTOWN, Iowa, December 27.—A bliz- 
zard raged here yesterday. The thermometer 
fell gradually from 4° below at ll a.m, to 21° 
below at 9 p. m., and at 4 o’clock this morning 
was 25° below, the coldest of the season. It is 
perfectly calm and clear this morning. 

LONDON, December 27.—One of the severest 
snow storms that ever visited this country 
passed over England today.

THE COTTON CROP. 


A Circular Estimates it at 6,350,000 Bales 

A Slight Increase. 
§tNew YorK, December 27.—The annual cot- 
tou circular of C.L, Greene & Co,, dated De- 
cember 24, estimates the American cotton crop 
of 1886-87, at 6,350,000 bales. These figures 
are based upon reports classified by states, by 
ports and by interior towns, and are somewhat 
below the preliminary estimates. The world’s 
supply of cotton on September Ist, is stated at 
1,116,000 bales, making the supply for the car- 
rent cotton year 7,466,000 bales, being 21,000 
bales less than for the previous cotton year. 
There was an average increase of consumption 
of eleven per cent last year over the year be- 
fore, and this increase for the current year is 
estimated at three and one-half per cent. Itis 
estimated that the surplus at the end of the 
current year will be about 870,000 bales,

years since, when George F. Priest, then a 
young married man, was living near the line 
of Tennessee and Georgia.

The result was 
that Priest eventually forgot his marriage vows 
and an. undue intimacy sprang up between him- 
self and the girl. .Priest and the Jernigan 
girl then moved away and. located at some point 
in Heard county, this -state, where they 
lived together a man and wife for 
fourteen years. Seven children, five boys and 
‘two-girls, were the outcome of this unlawfal 
union. About two years since Priest moved to 
Grantville district, this county, with his fami- 
ly, and has since resided there. About one 
year ago he took the Jernigan woman as far 
as Atlanta, and, according to her statement, 
drove her off. ‘Their youngest child was about 
two years old atthat timé. Subsequently a cor- 
respondence sprang up between himself and 
his wife that finally led to her rejoining him 
about ene year ago. Mrs. Priest seems to have 
taken charge Of her unnatural family ma true 
motherly way, and all would doubtful ‘have 
been well again but forthe Jernigan woman. 
After leaving Atlanta she appears to have wand- 
ered northward, and finally joimed her peo- 
ple in Tennessee. She resolved 
to take steps for the recovery 
of her children, and set out by wagon with her 
brother and a Mr. Spearman for that purpose. 
The party arrived in Newnan, and at once sued 
out a writ of habeas corpus before Judge Pow- 
ell. Armed with this writ, Sheriff Carmical 
left to procure the children, and returned with 
them. Judge Powell had the case called at 
once, Mr. B. T. Thompson appearing for the 
plaintiff, and Mr. P. F. Smith for the defend- 
ant. 

In moving for a continnation of the cas, 
Priest made a practieal acknowledgment of al! 
the facts as charged; whereupon Judge Powell 
overruled the motion and awarded the children 
to their mother, who returned with them to 
Tennessee. It is said that Priest gave @éviden- 
ces of sincére affection for his unlawful off- 
spring, and shed tears at being separated from 
them.

The Remarkable Deposits of Forty Years 
Brought to the Surface. 
From the Albany, Ga, News. 

A. well was dug in the center of a large negro 
quarter owned by Benjamin 8. Jordan, in the 
western part of this eounty, about the year 
1246.. The plantation is known as Coolewahee, 
now owned by Colonel John P. Fort. The 
well of water was an excellent one, and the 
stream that suppHes it isse bold thatit has 
always been considered impossible to draw. it 
sufficiently low to clean it out. Therefore, 
from the time itwas dug, now forty years ago, 
it has been constantly used without being 
cleaned out, 

A short time since, at. the end of this dry 

season, under the superintendence of Mr. John 
i, Strange, who. resides on the place, a 
colored well digger, by the name ot Adam 
Lefley, was obtained, who undertook to draw 
the water off and clean the well. By unusual 
exeitions, and by using a very large bucket, the 
water was drawn off within less than three feet 
of the bottom, and the following artjcles were 
drawn up from the well, the deposits of forty 
years from continual use in a large negro quar- 
ter: Two live crawfish, three pocketknives, 
three pipes and pipe-stems, one.cannon ball, 
dipyers, hairpins, one brass breastpin, one hoop- 
skirf. two bucket lids, piece of hand saw, old 
shoes, old pieces of plows, tivo bucket bails, one 
snuff hox, one lotof irons, part ofa buggy, 
wagon band, several clevis irons, pieces of 
p'ank, tin cups, pieces of chair, pieces of glass, 
old bottles, hoe, window sash, leather, brass 
pins, wire, rocks, bricks, chains, hoes, whip 
1andies, broom hand!e, old wool hat, large iron 
bucket, small iron bucket, iron rims, pieces. of 
key, spikes, iron bolts, nails, taps, heel pins, 
screws, sardine box, lightwood torch, bed roll- 
er, capes, pistol shell, iron ring, iron quoit, 
pieces of eartnenware plate, gin box, cloth, 
acorns, woed sticks. mud, ete. 

The list was taken by a gentleman at the well 
at the time they were being drawn up.

AYORGIA'S MINERAL WEALTA. 


The Reason Why it Has Not Been Fully 
. Developed. 
From the Cartersville, Ga., Conrant. 

A Courant man in conversation with Captain 
D. W. K. Peacock, in regard to the mineral re- 
sources of this section asked the captain why 
it was that Alabama and Tennessee were mrore 
progressive in the way of iron furnaces and 
rolling mills, steel works, etc., than the state 
of Georgia. 

“This is @ very important question,” said 
Captain Peacock, ‘and one which behooves all 
geod men who have the spirit of pregress in 
their hearts, to ponder well, I, as one of the 
citizens of the state, have bestowed consider- 
able thonght on the matter, andI am led to the 
conclusion that our seeming inertness arises 
from bad legislation; in this, that while 
our state maintained a geological bureau things 
were bright and presented a promising aspect,

and this was during a time of great depression . 


in the iron business, and I conclude that if the 
bureau had been continued under proper man- 
agement, our state would at this time, occupy a 
position equal, if not superior to that of any 
state in:the south.” 

“Why do you entertain that idea?’ , 

“Simply for this reason: Alabama, Tennes- 
see, North Carolina and California each main- 
tain by legislative enactment a bureau of the 
descrivtion mentioned; these departments are 
continually at work making new discoveries 
and publishing the facts to the werld. Capital- 
ists see them, they examine, make investments 
and preceed to erect and operate such ma- 
chinery. as is suitable to acecompligh the aims of 
the investers.”’ 

“Could not individuals do this?” 

“It will be seen almest ataglance that no 
individual can do this, for the plain reason that 
no individual or company ownall the varied 
resources of our staté, and even if they could 
and were to publish it to the world, it would 
not be believed, because those seeing them 
would at once say it emanated from interested 
parties. On the other -hand,if it is done by 
state officials it will not only atéract attention, 
but will command the continence ofall who 
may read,” ; 

“Then you think the geological bureau in this 
state ought to be revived?’ 

“Certainly. It would seem to be ¢xtremely 
had policy, tosay the least, for our state to 
witbhold the few thousand dollars necessary 
to maintain this bureau, whenit would un- 
doubtedly he the means of inereasing 
the taxable property of the state hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 
Alabama and TenneRpe have increased their 
wealth to the extent of millions, when Georgia 
has a better grade of iron ore than either, to 
say nothing of her immense beds of manga- 
nese (which is in neither one of the states) .and 
her other minerals, such as gold, copner, slate, 
lime, kaolin, marl, ete.” 

In speaking of the almest inexhaustible re- 
sources of iron and other ore in this section, 
Captain Peacock said: 

“Lean show you where a thousand tons of 
iron ore can be raised daily for the next ten or 
twenty years, without going below water level, 
and Ican also show you wherea thousand tons 
of manganese can be mined per month for the 
came length of time.”

EDWARD HANLAN. 


Return of the Ex-Champion Oarsman From 
England. 

New You®, December 26.—[Special.|—Ed- 
ward Hanlan, ex-champion oarsman, has 
returned from England and left 
New York for his home in  To- 
ronto, where he will remain until spring, when 
he will go to Australia for another .race with 
Beach on the Nepeau river. Of his experience 
in England, Hanlan Says : “The English and 
Australian oarsmen, in the series of races were 
trained better than the Americans were. I ob- 
served them all, and found that the Americans 
were far behind the Britishers in that respect. 
Gaudaur was very badly trained. Instead of 
looking after Gaudaur properly and giving him 
assistance, his trainersatin the boat house 
whittling, while Jake wasat work ‘The Eng- 
lish and Australians trained to win. They 
went out and rowed their distance, and when 
they returned to the float they had men there 
to take care of their boats, rub them down and 
attend to their wants. The Americans went 
out and pulled around in a happy-go-lucky 
way. If one of them met an acquaintance on 
the river } 1e would stop rowing and chat. It 
was: “Hello, Charlie, where are you going?” 
“Ob, just taking a little spin up the river. 
Turn around and pull up along with me.’”’ Then 
they would have a spurt, get all heated up, 
meet somebody else and stop to talk again. 
They would race with anybody who came 
along, or drift a while and get chilled after 

Sout grees freely. When an American got 
back to the float he had to take his boat out of 
the water and carry itup tothe house. Then 
he would take a dry rub with a wet towel and 
get into his clothes and call that taking care of 
himself. Why, I know that somé of the 
Americans didn’t takea bath for. two months. 
They seemed to think dry-rubbing 
was sufticient. That is one of _ the 
reasons Why Americans don’t do as well as they 
mightin a race. They don’t know. how to 
keep themselves in condition, and they don’t 
do their steady work on the river. Beach wa; 
looked after better than any of them. He is 
an immensely strong man, but he does not row 
in very good style. Beach was a blacksmith, 
and didn’t begin to row until he was thirty 
years old. He has been rowing eight years, 
now, and is very fast. Of the Americans in 
the races, Lee was the fastest. In all the trials 
he proved himself the best of the lot.’’ 

“Do you expect to have another go with the 
Australian ?” 

“Well, I will if he will row. I offered to 
give or take a thousand pounds for expenses, 
and row with him in America or Australia 
for five thousand pounds or any sum he 
might name, but conldn’t get any answer from 
him while he wasin England. We have put 
up forfeit money, however, fora race in Aus- 
tralia, and I am waiting to hear from Beach 
about the details. It was proposed to have 
the race in June, but for family reasons I shall 
try to have it put off one month later. I am 
willing to risk any amount on the result. A 
touch of rheumatism in my left arm defeated 
me before. I don’t know how I got it, bat it 
was there, and five times in the race it relaxed 
my fingers so that I lost my grasp on the oar. 
I am all right again and never felt better in 
my life. During the last five years my 
strength has increased very much, and the 
English doctors who examined and measured 
me were greatly astonished at the improve- 
ment and muscular development. I ought to 
do better work now thauever. Many oars- 
men make the mistake of  wusing 
heavy dumb-bells and . developing big 
knots of muscle and when they ought to be in 
their prime they find themselves muscle bound, 
all the elasticity and ys grag of sinew gone. 
I have avoided that, and my muscles are lone 
and elastic. Speaking of what training wil 
do, Tam sure that I could beat the whole of us. 
Will I do it? Perhaps when I decide to 
retire.”’ 

Hanlan’s appeasance indicates that he is in 
the very best of health and strength. His 
cheeks are ruddy, eyes clear and bright, skin 
clear, and corsiallt erect and springy. Baoy- 
ant good nature and a ringing laugh show that 
he is not in the least disheartened by defeat.

A Little Man's Little Ways. 

Lord Randolph Churchill’s action in leav- 
ing the British cabinet is accounted for by 
some of his friends. They state that 
Churchill regarded the increased estimates 
for the admiralty and war departments as 
unwise, It is believed that this explana- 
tion will endear him to the average tax- 
payer, and make him the most popular man 
in England. 

There may be something in this. We are 
all familiar with the narrow little statesmen 
who, realizing their inability to originate 
great measures, quietly bide their time un- 
til they see a chance to cut down an appro- 
priation in the interests of economy. 

In congress and in every state legislature 
there are dozens of these fellows, who de- 
sire to pose before their constituents as the 
watchdogs of the treasury. Of course it 
goes without saying that their random licks 
at the budget do more harm than good, but 
they care nothing for that. They are curry- 
ing favor with some stingy taxpayer who 
would be willing to stop the wheels of gov- 
ernment and check the progress of the cen- 
tury, provided it was done in the name of 
economy. 

If it be true that Churchill belongs to this 
the cabinet is well rid of 
him, and the Gladstonians will do well to 
fight shy of him. His methods will not aid 
any cause. What England needs now is 
liberal patriotism, and not the skin-flint 
meanness of a huckster who values pennies 
and shillings above human rights. 

Women and the Gallows. 

The reprieve of the New York murderess, 
Mrs. Druse, has started a discussion all over 
the country as to the propriety of exempting 
women from capital punishment. 

In an interesting collection of facts gath- 
ered from nineteen states it, seems that New 
York has never made any discrimination on 
account of sex. Ohio has never hanged but 
one woman; the rule is to commute the 
death sentence to life imprisonment. Penn- 
sylvania strings up female murderers with- 
out hesitation. No woman has been ex- 
ecuted in Connecticut since colonial days. 
Maryland has had but one case in half a 
century. Illinois commutes the death sen- 
tence, and is followed by Louisiana, Mis- 
souri, Indiana, Maine, Iowa, Delaware; 
Wisconsin, Nebraska, Minnesota, and Mich- 
igan. In Vermont a woman stands no bet- 
ter chance than a man. North Carolina 
sometimes hangs and sometimes commutes, 
The first person ever hanged in Georgia, 
according to some accounts, was a woman. 
Public sentiment in this state is against the 
execution of women, except in cases of ex- 
ceptional atrocity. 

It is suggested that New York will shortly 
pass an act exempting women from capital 
punishment, ut in the opinion of many au- 
thorities this would be in conflict with the 
federal constitution. Under the law as it 
stands there are doubtless very few, if any, 
cases Of hardship. When there is anything 
to be urged in favor of a murderess she is 
sure to get the full benefit of it.

TO BE INAUGURATED NEXKT MON- 
' DAY NIGHT, 


Last Meetirg of the Present Council- Mayor @illyer’s 
Vakdictory—The New Council-~Who will 
be Membere--Full Programme of Mon- 
dey Night's Meeting, Ete., Bte. 


Mayor-elect Cooper will be inducted into 
office next Monday night, and at the same 
time three new aldermen and six councilmen 
will be sworn in for two years. 

The inaugural will likely be largely at- 
tended. 

On Monday afternoon at 3 o'clock the pres- 
ent council will meet for the last time, and for 
the last time Mayor Hillyer will occupy the 
chair. The usual routine work will be trans- 
acted, and then the various committees will 
submit reports, covering fully and thoroughly 
all the work done during the year. 
These annual reports will be transmitted 
tothe clerk of the council, and when placed 
upon the journal, will form a complete history 
of the work. The body will not entertain any 
new busipess,and when through with their 
work, will adjourn to meet again at- half past 
seven, when Mayor Hillyer will deliver his 
valedictory and adjourn the council: of 1886 
sine die. Before the adjournment of the body 
Mr. Cooper and his councilmen will subscribe 
to the oath of office, and immediately after the 
old council adjourns, Mayor Cooper will call 
the new body to order and deliver his inauga- 
ral, After the inaugural he will announce his 
standing committees for the year 1887 and the 
ae will be launched upon the ocean of busi- 


m The valedictory of Mayor Hillyer and the 
inaugural of Mayor Cooper will likely be deliv- 
ered in the superior court room, as the council 
chamber will hardly accommodate the crowd. 
Both papers promise to be extremely fine pro- 
ductions. In his valedictory, Mayor Hillyer 
will give a complete resume of the work done 
in the city during his administration. The 
artesian well, the water works, sanitary work, 

ailroad improvements, public and private 
improvements and the prohibition question 
will all receive his attention. Mayor Cooper's 
inaugural will not be lengthy, but it will be to 
the point, Whether he will indicate the policy 

his administration or not is not 
as he declines to speak upon 
question.
